Whatever may be the evils of Universal Suffrage, i in 
ether countries (where has it been introduced besides, or any 
thing like it?) they have not yet been felt in America! and oue 
thing, at least, is established, by her eapericnce, that this insti- 
tution is not necessarily followed by those tumults, the dread 
of which excites so much appre hension in this country. In the 
most democratic states, where the payment of direct taxes is the 
only qgualitication of a voter, the elections are carried on with 
the wimost lranguillity: and the whole business, by taking 
votes In each ps arish and section, concludes all over the state in 
aaingle day.* A great deal is said by Mr. Fearon about 
eaucus, the cant word of Americans for the Committees and 
party-meeting, in which the business of elections Is prepared— 
the influence of which he seems to consider as prejudicial. To 
us, however, it appears to be notning more then the naturel, 
fair, and uuavoidable influence, which talent, popularity, and 
activity, slways must have upon such, oceasions. What other 
mfluence can the leading characters of the democratic party in 
Congress, possibly possess? Bribery is entirely out of the 
question—equaly so is the influence of family and fortune.t

What then canthey do with their caucus, or without it, but 
recommend? And what charge is it against the American 
Government to say, that those members of whom the people 
have the highest opiuion, meet together to consult whom they 
shall recommend for President, and that their recommendation 
is successful in their different states? Could any friend to good 
order wish other means to be employed, or other results to fol- 
low? No statesman can wish to exclude influence, but only 
bad influence ;—not the influence of sense and character, bot 
the influence of money, and} punch.”* 

The learned reviewer goes on to describe the consequences of 
this cheap and offective government; in a strain so similar to 
our own, that we imagined he had been reprinting the Dwarf, 
in an octavo form, 

‘The Americans, we believe, are the first persons who have 
discarded the tailor in the administration of justice, and his 
auxiliary the barber—-two persons of endless importance in 
the codes and pandects of Europe. A judge administers jus- 
tice without a calorific wig, and particolored gown, in a coat 
and pantaloons. He is obeyed, + however, and life and pro- 
perty are not badly protected in the United States. We shall 
be denounced by the /aurecate as Atheists, and jacobins; but 
we must say, that we have doubts whether one atom of usefud 
influcuce is ‘added to men in important situations, by any color, 
quantity, or configuration, of cloth and hair. The true pro- 
eress of refinement, we conceive, is to discard all the mounte- 
bank drapery of barbarous ages. One row of gold and fur 
falls off after another from the robe of power; and is picked 
ip and worn by the parish beadle, and the exhibitor of wild 
beasts! Meantime the afflicted wiseacre mourns over equality 
of garment; and wotteth not, of two men whose doublets have 
cost alike, low one shall command, and the other obey. 

“The dress of lawyers is, at all events, of less importance 
than their charges. Law is cheap in America. In England it 


is better, in a mere pecuniary point of view, to give up forty 


pounds, than to contend for it in a court of common law. it 
costs ihat sum in England to win a cause; and in the court of 
equity, it is better to abandon five hindred or a thousand 
pounds, than 10 contend for it.

The above admirable sentence (which I 
quote from a late number) conveys more ideas to a thinking 
mind than many an elaborately written Essay. It so falls in 
with my views, that however presumptuous it may appear, I 
cannot resist a few words by way of annotation. 

I have often wondered that this Tax, not only so heavy and 
oppressive in itself, but so repugnant to all our common notions 
of right and wrong, has been so long quietly submitted to, It 
appears to me a thousand times more oppressive than the pro- 
perty tax, and more unjust in principle than even the Corn Bill.

Now who presumes to step between the Deity and the reci- 
pients of his bounty ?—who dares to shorten the merciful hand 
of the Most High?—even Nicholas Vansittart, the chief sup- 
porter of Bible Societies, and his pions coadjutors : these raise 
their puny arms, and seem to say— Hold! Oh! sir, when will 
hypocrisy cease—when will the reign of delusion be at an end? 

This obnoxious tax has lately been extorted in the neighbour- 
hood where I live, ia a way the most revolting to the teelings 
of those who are the objects of this legal robbery. A man 
ealling himself an “ Inspector of Taxes,” has gone round a 
large district, and “ demanded” an entrance into EVERY
